The Vatican has 
repeatedly declared that it has no in- 
terest in the coming election and 
there isn’t any reason why it should 
have. 


One hundred and fifty years of 
Protestant presidents has not pro- 
duced one who has prostituted his 
oMice to injure those who are not 
Protestants, and if we are sure of 
anything, we are sure of the fact that 
the last thing a Catholic president 
would do would be to injure his fellow 
citizens by using his official position 
to further political aims advocated by 
foreigners or to injure his religion by 
mixing it with politics.

py The winter of 1777-78 was 
ithe dark period of the war. It was 
the winter, too, of the Conway cabal, 
when the Commander-in-Chief was in 
grave danger of being replaced by an 
incompetent subordinate.

‘and worst of all, no unity in Congress. 
To make matters worse, there was no 
‘news from the Commissioners whom 
Congress had sent to Europe to seek 
help for what now seemed an almost 
desperate cause.
